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regular “ stockades ” enclosing up to 20 stomata (Fig. 21). Stomata not 
enclosed by such “ stockades ” are either Class 1 or transitional to Class 2, 
with papillae developed on only one lateral subsidiary cell. Enclosed stomata 
are all of Class 2. A few Class 1 stomata have one of the lateral subsidiary 
cells divided into two. Hypodermis: 4^5-layered both ad- and abaxially, 
with outer layer consisting of shorter cells. Rhomboidal crystals quite 
abundant in outer hypodermal layers, around VB’s and in mesophyll. No 
palisade. Mesophyll with fibrous strands among chlorenchymatous cells. 
Raphides present.
